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Alternatives 
to ‘treating’ for 
Halloween 

Halloween is a special holiday for 
children. However, parents have recently 
become concerned about the safety of 
children who trick-or-treat. 

According to Ann Kahn, National PTA 
president, “We’re asking parents and local 
PTAs to use precautions to avoid any po¬ 
tential problems or to offer alternatives 
to trick-or-treating by organizing neigh¬ 
borhood activities.’’ 

Here are suggestions from the Na¬ 
tional PTA to make Halloween a safe, 
happy holiday for children and the com¬ 
munity. 

e Accompany children on their treat¬ 
gathering route. 

• Avoid unfamiliar neighborhoods 
or homes of strangers. 

• Tell children not to sample any¬ 
thing until they return home so that 
the treats can be inspected for 
possible tampering. 

• Tell children to politely decline 
any invitation to enter a home or 
apartment. Similarly, don’t encour¬ 
age children you don’t know to 
enter your home. Give manufac- 
tured-wrapped treats rather than 
homemade goodies. 

• Make sure masks do not obstruct 
peripheral vision, or use make up 
instead. 

• See that costumes are short 
enough so youngsters don’t trip. 
Bright colors and reflectorized 
costumes are more visible. 

• If costumes are purchased at a 
store, make sure they are “Flame- 
Proof.” This includes masks, wigs, 
and beards. 

• For older kids without adult cha¬ 
perones, the first rule is always to 
travel in groups and never alone. 

For those who prefer an alternative 
to trick-or-treating, the following activi¬ 
ties could be coordinated by a local PTA. 

• Host an all-school Halloween party 
and invite children to come in 
costumes and masks. Present 
awards for the best and most ori¬ 
ginal costume from each class¬ 
room. 

• Host a house party for children 
and their friends. Encourage chil¬ 
dren to dress as their favorite 
character, and have each child tell 
his or her character’s life story. 
Have treats for them, and let them 
bob for apples. Arrange a treasure 
hunt in and around the house. 

• Weather permitting, stage a Hal¬ 
loween block party for families in 
the area one day during the week¬ 
end before or after Halloween (if 
the holiday falls during the week). 
Encourage everyone to come in 
costume. Bring homebaked 
goodies to share. 

• Encourage the local library to host 
a ghost story, where children may 
come in costumes to listen to the 
children's librarian tell ghost stories. 

Play ghosts 
very safely 

Everybody plays a part in Halloween 
safety, says the California Optometric 
Association. Visibility is especially impor¬ 
tant in keeping young ghouls and goblins 
safe and there are a few tips to help 
make this Halloween accident free. 

There are two areas of visibility to be 
aware of; (1) A child must be able to see 
steps, curbs and automobiles. (2) Drivers 
must be able to see children in time to 
stop safely. Proper costume design can 
help in both areas. 

The association recommends using 
makeup instead of masks. Masks can of¬ 
ten obscure vision and make it hard for a 
child to see oncoming cars or objects in 
his/her path. 

Makeup gives children a safer, na¬ 
tural view. Optometrists advise, however, 
that makeup should be non-allergenic and 
adults should supervise the makeup art¬ 
istry to be certain that particles and ap¬ 
plicators are kept out of a child’s eyes. 

Retro-reflective material is the most 
effective way to make children visible to 
drivers. Optometric studies at Indiana Uni¬ 
versity indicate retro-reflective material is 
visible to drivers even at speeds of 70 - 
80 mph. White material, in comparison, 
is visible only up to speeds of 50 mph. 
The reflective material is available in eith¬ 
er iron-on or sew-on fabrics and tape. It 
should be used so that children are visible 
from front, back and sides. 

Trick-or-treaters should atways carry 
a flashlight, walk on sidewalks (not in 
the street), look carefully before crossing 
a street and if at all possible, cross at 
a corner with a streetlight, says the COA. 
Be careful with sharp objects (such as 
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Tips, Tales & Tantalizers

It’s 
that simple.

Huntington Hotel 
closes its doors 


By Jeff Miedema 

At 7 p.ni., Sunday, the 80-year-old Huntington- 
Sheralon Hotel closed its doors. Its 300 rooms, 
spacious lawns and lobbies, with their alcoves and 
large bay windows, boasted the best '.iews around. 

Sheraton ol'l'icials announced the closure Fri¬ 
day, as it made preparations to move the 80 
remaining guests to the newer, smaller structures 
on the property. 

Architect Fred Wesley of Sierra Madre studied 
the renovation of the 300-room structure and found 
seismic weaknesses. Closure of the old hotel was 
inevitable. 

The hotel is one of the largest unreinforced 
structures in California. Renovation repairs would 
cost about $20 million with no guarantee that it 
would be seismic safe. 

Officials don’t know what they will do with the 
20 acres of prime property in Southern Pasadena. 
They are thinking about building an underground 
parking lot and some single-family living units on 
the present site of the hotel. 

As news of its impending closure rebounded 
through the community and beyond, people booked 
up the 300 rooms for the weekend so that they 
could spend a few last moments with the historic 
building. 

Walter Bennett, Edna Wagner and Mrs. Robert 
Cousins came from Palos Verdes to share their 
memories there as they have done every weekend lor 
many years. “We have happy memories here. 
We remember the futt times we had here iti the 
past. Wc come here to relive a bit of our pasts in this 
elegant environment,” they said. 

As the sun set on the Huntington Sheraton 
Sunday night, Pasadena turned another page in its 
living history.

for seismic defieieneies. The owners and Sheraton 
C'orporatioti elected to close the hotel because in 
ease of an earthquake there would be significant 
damage and loss of life. They feel they have an 
obligation to take a eonsercativc approach. How¬ 
ever, no decision has been made.” 

He sass, “I was very pleased to hear the 
Mayor state that the city of Pasadena is willing 
to lend support in rehabilitation of the hotel. It 
is a latidinark in Pasadena. Its character makes it 
attraetiie. I don’t tliitik the owtiers or Sheraton 
Corporation have entertained the idea of changing 
the struct lire.”

The original structure was built in 1906, the 
same year of the great earthquake in San Francisco. 
The top two floors were added in 1912.

Teachers, board reach amicable agreement

rhe Unified Teachers of Pasadena reached a 
settlement with the Pasadena Unified School District 
last Wednesday which brings an end to recent 
boycotts and picketing of area schools. 

Teachers agreed to end the impasse by ratify¬ 
ing the new contract which will provide them a 10»/o 
across-the-board pay raise as of next pay day. 
And teachers who have had 13 years of ex¬ 
perience and master’s degrees, will receive another 
5% raise next June. 

With the 10% raise, teachers with less than 12 
years of experience will receive $34,320 instead of 
$31,200. In June, 1986, the top pay for teachers with 
more than 12 years of experience will rise again 


from $37,752 to about $40,(XX). 

Beginning teachers earn $18,660. The new pay 
raise will bring their salaries to $20,526. 

Superintendent Phillip Jordan said that he was 
very relieved and glad that he and the Board 
could provide a raise for the district’s teachers. 
He also said that he was happy that they also 
could find it in their budget to lower class sizes, add 
additional resources in the subject areas ol math, 
science, art, music and English. 

Jordan is glad that the dispute is over and now 
things can return to the business at hand which is 
to focus again upon the needs and educational 
development of the students. He said, “Negotiations 
take a lot of time and energy away from our 


primary goal, that of providing the best possible 
instruction.” 

UTP President Saul Gliekman is also happy 
with the results of the eontraet which he said will 
help ensure the quality t)f Pasadena Unified School 
District. He said, “I can’t say enough in support 
of our teachers who put their jobs on the line for 
this cause and for the parents who eomnumieated 
their feelings to the board.”

Q. With all the poor 
people we have in the 
United Slates, how can 
we send SSI payments 
overseas? 

A. One of the con¬ 
ditions of eligibility for 
SSI is that the recipient 
resides in the United 
Stales. In fact, once a 
person has been outside 
the U.S. for 30 or more 
days in a row, his or 
her checks stop and can¬ 
not start again until he 
or she has been back in 
Ihe U.S. for at least 30 
straight days. 

Q. I have heard that 
when you gel SSI checks, 
sometimes an employee 
of Social Security comes 
to visit you. Is that true? 

A. Yes. Sometimes it’s 
necessary for Social Se¬ 
curity to determine 
whether you’re still eli¬ 
gible for SSI.

PAW PRINTS

I recently read an article about a ter¬ 
rific bird farm out in Redlands. In case any 
of you are in the market for a bird, the fol¬ 
lowing should be a timely bit of information. 

The Bracken Bird Farm is located at 
10797 New Jersey Street, Redlands, (714) 792- 
5735. The Bracken family owns over 5(KK) 
birds and offers a wide range of choices 
and prices, ranging from about S3 to $850. 


Will it be a l ady Ciouldian finch with a 
lurquoise-blue band and purple breast, a blue 
and gold macaw, or ;i foeo foucan (like the 
bird on the I t nil l oops cereal box)? For¬ 
tunately, the Brackens are ready to lend assist¬ 
ance in choosing the right type of bird. 


A walk through the 120-fool-long aviary, 
allows customers and xisiiors to see the birds 
in their natural habitat. A budgie parakeet 
with its blue, \ellow or green feathers is one 
of the most colorful birds on the farm and 
also the biggest stiler. I he Bracken Bird Farm 
is known as the largest bird outlet in the county 
anti they sell many birds to pel stores in 
Newark, N..I., Boston ;md Ohio. I hey have a 


good reputation for selling an honest product 
and for taking very good care of their birds. 

The Brackens were an ordinary household 
with a few pets until the day when they 
bought four zebra finches. The finches began 
breeding so fast that the owners had to sell 
the babies through advertisers in a national 
bird magazine. Soon, the birds forced them to 
move to a larger house on the outskirts of 
Redlands. Now, they have about 900 finches 
and have learned several valuable lessons in 
bird raising. 

One important aspect to finch breeding 
which the Bracken’s point out, is that the fe¬ 
male finch needs to be in breeding condition 
(ready to breed), otherwise, the male will peck 
her to death. 

Most of all, the Brackens enjoy “breeding 
and watching the babies come and grow . . . 
“It’s fun to see what color you get when you 
put different kinds together.” 

For those of you who enjoy ducks, you 
may be in luck — Joe Bracken says his next 
project is to build a duck pond. That sounds 
like an innocent enough project, but that’s 
what they thought about the finches.
